ANTI-INJUNGTION 1 
NOT LIKELY TO PASS 
WITH THIS CONGRESS 


Republicans Prefer to Leave 
Subject for the Democrats, 


but President Taft Wants 
Some Measure Passed. 


LABOR DEMANDS IT 


WASHINGTON—The Republicans are 
not likely to pass anti-injunction legis- 
lation at this session as the judiciary 
committee of neither House nor Senate 
has taken up the question and the House 
committee is content to await action of 
the bill for the revision and codification 
of the laws affecting the judiciary. 

To this bill all the various anti-injunc- 
tion measures have been proposed as 
amendments and it is possible that a 
vote may be had on incorporating these 
amendments into the revision bill. The 
revision bill is about 250 pages long and. 
though it has right of way, one day 
each week, only 60 pages of it have 
“been read. It looks like the measure is 
used as a buffer to prevent other legis- 
lation. Even if it passes the House it 
seems doomed to defeat in the Senate. 

The fact is there is considerable dif- 
ference of opinion among Republicans 
as to the desirability of enacting such a 
measure before the Democrats take hold. 
Leading Republicans have some reason to 
look’ upon the anti-injunction dispute as 
a good rope with which the Democrats. 
if given a chance, may tie themselves 
up. Their view is that the Democrats 
are sure to get into trouble, whether 
they do what Mr. Gompers wants them 
to do or whether they refuse. The Dem- 
ocratic platform has been commonly 
construed as according with the desires 
of Mr. Gomper~ and his associates. 

Failing to get from the Chicago con- 
vention just what he wanted. Mr. Gomp- 
ers went io Denver and got this inserted 
in*the Democratic platform: 

“We believe that the parties to all 
judicial proceedings should be treated 
with impartiality and that an injunction 
should not be issued in any cases in 
which injunctions would not be issued 
if no industrial dispute were involved.” 

‘In fulfilment of this pledge, Mr. Gomp- 
ers expects the Democrats. when they 
get a chance, to enact the bill introduced 
by Mr. Wilson of Pennsylvania. The 
most important feature of this bill is 
that it forbids the federal courts to 
consider as a property right the right 
to continue or create the relation of 
employer and emplcyee, or the right to 
carfy on business at any particular place 
or at any particular time. Since these 
are specifically stated not to be properly 
rights, the courts would not be privileged 
to issue injunctions for their protection.

Music by Adolphe Adanf and by modern Russian composers illustrating old tales and legends. Story 
of “Giselle,” the play to be seen tomorrow afternoon at the opera.

N a tangle of light and color, of flash- 


ing forms that flit birdlike, of deli- 
cate stuffs that float cloudlike, the Rus- 
sian pantomimists declare the art of be- 
ing beautiful. What endless -hours of 
study have gone to make the lithe poses 
possible, this perfect command of the 
whole mechanism of the body, one hardly 
dare stop to ponder. Recklessly these 
artists throw away over the stage their 
graces and gestures, their lilting swift 
changes of attitude, each one of, which 
was learned at long cost. No dancers 
ever looked so like winged things as 
these. The darting impulse of a dragon 
fly is here, and where the leading woman 
poises tip toe and stretches one delicately 
pointed foot in the air as a counterpoise 
for her head flung groundwards there is 
nothing fantastic in the posture; it is 
just an evidence that she can do with 
all the appliances of bodily control what 
nature intended one should be able to do, 
and what the free birds and beasts can 
all do without learning how. 

The work of the man who leads these 
dancers and is their trainer and exploiter 
jis even more marvelous than the slender 
grace of the woman. In the sword dance, 
when he hurls himself successively at 
‘the attacking group of men, whirling 
across the stage a mere frenzied blur of 
color, smiting with untellable fiery vigor 
but instant grace the others’ swords, 
there is the joyous leap of the wild 
creatures of the forest, the freedom and 
splendor of a meteor across the midnight 
blue. He bounds 
fairly to hang there susperded for an 
appreciable instant.

“Giselle” is the pantomime to be played 
at the opera tomorrow afternoon. It is 
rarely given, since it is very difficult and 
involves much trouble in production. It 
was first seen in June, 1841. Carlotti Grisi 
created the chief role and 1863 when there 
was a “reprise,” the critics sighed for the 
glories of old and wondered if the. new 
favorite would equal the Giselle of fond 
memory. On this occasion the Emperor 
and Empress “assisted at the reprise,” 
and their applause testified their entire 
satisfaction with the danseuse of their 
day. 

“Giselle” isa piquant French romance of 
the time of Louis XV., when the peasants 
believed in wood nymphs and fairies and 
such childly daintinesses, and so Theo- 
phile Gautier, the poet, had abundant 
material from which to make his libretto. 
The composer is Adolphe Adam, favorite 
maker of operas in his day, such as the 
“Postillion of Longjumeau” and the “King 
of Yvetot.” He is really a leading expon- 
ent of the French opera comique, though 
he is neglected nowadays. 

The scene opens with a village in the 
vinevards of France. The simple, lovely 
Giselle is the belle of the place and is 
beloved by two youths, Hans, the game- 
keeper, and Loys, a youth of mystery. 
Loys, with his companion, Wilfrid, ap- 
peared lately in the hamlet, none knew 
whence or why.

Of these Russian dancers it is said 
that they have a technique quite trans- 
cending that of any artists of their 
kind elsewhere. The so-called “aft of 
terpsichore” is cultivated under govern- 
ment patronage in Russia, and for the 
course at the government schools 12 
years are required. At 32 the dancers 
are retired on a life pension. The pupils 
begin at seven to ten years old. Their 
technical control of their bodies thus be- 
comes so perfect that when it comes to 
the performances no heed whatever is 
given to the method and manner, that 
is to the technique of the pantomime. 
They have only to absorb themselves 
in their ideas, the feelings and emotions 
that are to be conveyed. This “enact- 
ment of narrative through terpsichore,” 
as it is called, is an art which embraces 
drama, poetry, music, the “pose plas- 
tique” and art of gesture, as well as 
the beauty of the dance. It is not a 
meré exhibition of feats of gymnastic 
control; it is the expression in the living 
creature of all that rhythm and line and 
eolor and form can say in the other 
arts. A painted figure is beautiful, but 
here are living figures as beautiful and 
as perfect. To the musical ear the inter- 
woven figures, of musie are as _ plain, 
mentally, as lines in sculpture or paint- 
ing are to the eve. These dancers ex- 
press these exquisite lines of musical 
motion in their ever changing symmetry 
and sudden transfixings of the _ bodily 
movements. It is such a perfecting of 
the activities of the body as one sees 
to be, on its plane, what intellectual 
genius is, namely the entire freedom and 
obedience of all the possible powers for 
the expression of thought.

It passed suhsequently into the hands 
of Queen Elizabeth, who took up her 
residence there on more than one oc- 
casion. In about 1588 this Queen granted 
the entire property to her cousin Sir 
Thomas Sackville, Earl of Dorset and 
lord treasurer, since when the Knole has 
been inhabited only by his direct de- 
scendants, the present owner being Lady 
Sackville.

Felling Trees by Wire 


A German inventor has discovered -a 
way to fell trees by incandescent wires. 
His invention consists of ,an ordinary 
steel wire one millimeter “in diameter, 
with a small attachment worked by a 
motor. The wire saws rapidly and 
evenly through the tree trunk, being 
heated to the burning point by the fric- 
tion. During the first trial of the wire- 
cutter a tree 40 inches thick was cut 
through in less than six minutes. One 
of the advantages of this machine is 
that it cuts a tree close to the ground, 
or in the ground, through the roots. It 
produces stgam instead of sawdust, and 
leaves a clean, smooth fut covered by a 
layer of charred wood so extremely thin 
as to show through it the recorded age 
of the tree.—Harpers Weekly. .

The American citizen is 
being watched pretty closely by the older countries; his economy, 
his manners and his frame of government, all are being kcrutinized. 
It is of no moment whether this be called a friendlv interest or 
not, though we prefer to think it friendly. The point is that the 
scrutiny is being made and that it is a close one, balanced by cen- 
turies of experiments, enormous information and that instinctive 
political symmetry that is called experience. Let the citizens reward

Up to within recent years the conviction seemed to be estab- 
lished that as Japan had learned from the west, so the rest of Asia, 
or at least China, would go to school in the empire of the Mikado. 
Japanese merchants did their best to instil their views of com- 
mercial supremacy amoyg the business men of Manchuria.and China 
proper. Japanese officers commanded Chinese troops. ‘Throughout 
the Orient there seemed to be little doubt that Nippon held. the 
secret to success and that success would follow by imitating Japan- 
ese methods. Then came the war with Russia. Since then view- 
points have undergone a charge. 

No one can doubt that China is responding to the call for self- 
improvement on modern lines. The empire is arousing itself. For- 
eign capital is seeking investment. Confidence in the Chinese and 
their resources is pronounced. But while there is this mighty stir- 
ring within’a country teeming with 400,000,000 people, the Chinese, 


is‘a hunt that already had been dropped before the assembly, and 
logically it connects itself with the proposed plan for a new and 
cooperative parcel delivery svstem to handle the Boston situation 
satistactorily for the department and drygoods stores.

It is proposed to carry 
passengers on the elevated railway structure between Waashingtory 
street and Rowe's wharf, reduce the number of tracks on the sur- 
face, have freight trains inove only in the night and—last and most, 
perhaps—to provide al smoothly paved r‘ adway for motor vehicles that scrutiny hy such an independence Of petty anc personal vain, 
underneath the elevated structure.

expert highway builders are convinced that the horse and 
wagon must hereafter travel a different road from ‘that taken by 
the motor velicle.

IJflow tar this conclusion may lead 1s evidenced by the pro- 
posed plan to alter Atlantic avenue. -\nyv such undertaking would 
have to make provision for widening the avenue between certain 
points enough to relieve the present congestion and at the same 
time allow traffic of all sorts to pass in either djrection without 
interruption. Why should not four separate divisions of the road- 
Way then answer the maim purpose. two of them being used solely 
for northbound horse-drawn and motor vehicles and the other two 
devoted to the same vehicles-when traveling southward ? 

Thereby Atlantic avenue would become the great outlet of the 
citys delivery and trucking system. With such an arrangement a 
central receiving and. distributing station could be located so as to 
utilize the avenue to the best advantage as a leading factor in the 
cooperative parcel-delivery scheme. Correlation of ideas like these, 
which are essentially in intimate relation to each other, is what 
really counts in attempts to work out permanent improvement. The 
four-way pavement street plan, applied-as proposed, merits extended 
consideration.

That the general musical taste is declining, however, 
probably wall not be admitted in well-intormed circles. Bostonians,

finer emotions mm common. 

[f one were to judge the musical taste of a country from the 
average college or high school “vell,” discouraging conclusions 
would be inevitable. The cheer, however, can hardly be classitied 
as music. It is noise, usually, and noise does not partake of harmony. 
There is a trace of musical worth in some “ragtime,” but no ereat 
depth of feeling and little power to stir underlying sentiment. ‘These 
two points, we should say, are not enough to determine the musical 
taste of a period, 

~ The constructive feature of President Lowell's conclusions js 
what must not be overlooked. He said, **People who express finer 
feeling will gradually come to have finer feeling. If music is our 
natural form of expressing emotion, you can see the enormous 
influence that good teaching of music from childhood upward can 
have on our whole country.” Here, then, is disclosed the apparent 
weakness of the present system. -\ practical age is forgetting that 
music should have more standing in human activities. It is made 
an elective study instead of a requirement:*and while the teachers 
set themselves to the work of unfolding harmony, their task is 
difficult. As President Huntington of Boston University said 
in welcoming its members to Boston, “Music is too intimately related 


as did their island neighbors, are looking beyond Asiatic boundaries 
for information. Japan may be attractive to China as a model, but 
Tokio seems no longer the‘only magnet. Did mot the men of Nippon 
go to the west for their education? Are we less able to take at first 
hand what is offered us so profusely? Such questions may have 
caused the progressive Chinese to seeke America as their prototype. 

Much has been said of the reorganization of the Chinese army 
and navy. But China is the least warlike in its intentions. The 
Chinese are peaceful. Their proclivities are commercial and indus- 
trial. And it is because the United States has commerce and industry 
written over her forty-odd states that progressive China points across 
the Pacific and says: There is the model on which we build. 

\Whatever necessity there mav exist for the perfection of the 
military arm of the government, China knows that a people's wel- 
fare rests on peace. In its political youth, as it were, the nation 
will be tried in many ways. The alliance between the throne and 
the people will be tested more acutely than when there was no 
popular representation. The press and political leaders will be given 
greater leeway. As the Chinese approach the suffrage privileges 
that other nations now enjov the need will be the greater for hay- 
ing the best example before their eyes. 

In contrast to Japan, China has ample land to keep its millions . 
occupied. In this respect the country is much like the United States. ° 
But while the, greater internal, development will doubtless comg’- 
through the activities of the Chinese themselves, they may find it,’ 
profitable to take advantage of American money and methods at the 
start. For this reason the interests of the United States and China 
may even run parallel for years to come. And it will be well it 
the young-old nation across, the Pacific can be assured that while 
profiting from the best of American ideas it can also have at its 
service the best of American ideals.

hut the aborigine had previously given it the name of Medicine 
Hat, and Medicine Hat it is. Why, nobody knows. 

There is, in fact, as much mystery about its name as there 
is about the desire recently manifested by some of its citizens to 
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a moral character to issues that too often are made, either inten- 
tionally or quite innocently, to seem material. We shall not do 
the subject justice if we take any other than the [English meaning 
of this word, as we may if we understand it as used by continental 
writers on economics, because this particular word has this partic- 
ular meaning. 

Well being is a great deal more valuable than so much accum- 
ulated mineral denoted by money, because it is the well being 
that comes first and ‘not the mineral. Well being by no means 
is represented by what a man has, but by what he does with it; and 
before that process must come the superior one of unselfish thinking 
as manifested in one’s attitude toward one’s fellows as individuals 
and to their aggregate interests that we have been accustomed to 
call the state, not the monster unfeeling, stern and Rhadamanthine 
that Hobbes spun out of the frigid machinery of his intellect, but 
the more noble conception of a society governed by humanity and 
justice. 

The man that lets his wealth be denoted by money, ‘whether 
that be written in hundreds or millions, shuts his eyes to the fact 
that was stated by John Stuart Mill in the second chapter of 
“Representative Government” when he says: 

. . » We shall perhaps be reminded that progress may be at the expense 
of order; that while we are striving, or striving to acquire good of one kind, 
we may be losing ground in respect to others: thus there may be progress in 
wealth, while there is deterioration in virtue. 

These words of Mill fall in with those of Ruskin, and it is 
most significant that these two men, so far apart in many other 
things, on this question of money-getting so Closely reinforce each 
other; for it is plain that in the quotation given to our readers Mill 
uses the word “wealth” in the natrower and less correct sense. 
With the boldness of wisdom Ruskin states at once that no social
